Continuation: The Examiner discussed the final rejection sent out by the previous examiner with Applicant's 
representative. First, it became clear that there was a difference in interpretation of the claims. The examiner 
explained that she was interpreting the claims as saying that each side [of the tines] has a blade, while applicant's 
representative explained that is was his intention to say that each side has multiple blades. Also, the examiner 
explained to Applicant that while although the blades are not parallel from the side, they are parallel when view from 
the top view (FIG. 25). Lastly, the examiner noted that it has been held that intended use/functional recitations do not 
impose any structural limitations on the claims distinguishable over the prior art if it is capable of being used as claimed 
if one so desires to do so. In re Casey, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963). 
Furthermore, the manner in which a device is intended to be employed does not differentiate the claimed apparatus 
from prior art apparatus satisfying the claimed structural limitations. Ex parte Masham, 2 USPQ2d 1647 (1987). The 
examiner indicated that she will contact Applicant's representative before making the next office action. 
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
